As anticipated, Secretary of State George HI CUrtis 
and Atty, Gen, Bert H. Miller voted £ov the pardon and 
Gov. C. A. Bottolfsen voted to deny, 

"I'm not voting to pardon Johnston," said Miller, 
"but to release him from punishment for a crime for 
which he was u njustly convic ted . " 

Miller's I'll iT statement was the same as the one he 
sent to certain Idaho weekly newspapers for release 
today and uncovered by the Twin Falls Times-News- 
yesterday. 

Curtis said there was "widiispreiid tiuestion in the 
public mind as to the sufficiency of the proof of ,Iohn- , 
ston'.s guilt. The doubt is so serious that it is in my 
opinion the duty of the board to give the applicant the 
benefit of it. I vote for his pardon."
